weight)  on  January  1,    1950  — '  .     A  total  of  3.875  million  pounds  were 

reported  on  January  1  of   the  previous  year. 

Prior  to  January  1  about  j/H  of  the  19^9  crop,    estimated  at  1,990  million 
pounds,   were  in  stocks.      This   includes  all  of  the  flue-cured  crop  and  over 
onerhalf  of  the-  Bur  ley  production.      It  is  estimated  that  around  750  million 
pounds  were  marketed  during  the  fourth  quarter. 

Stocks  of  flue-cured  and  Maryland  tobacco  were  down  slightly  from  a  year  ago. 
The  holdings  of  fire-cured  leaf  decreased  about  3  percent  and  dark  air~cured 
7  percent.     However,   Bur ley  stocks  increased  around  3  percent  and  foreign-grown 
cigarette  leaf  holdings  were  up  10  percent.     Stocks  of  cigar  filler  and  binder 
were   slightly  larger  than  on  the  previous  January  1  while  holdings  of  shade 
wrapper  increased  II  percent  during  the  period.

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CIGARETTE-LEAE  STOCKS 

Burley  and  Turki sh  Stocks  Larger;   Flue-cured  And 
Maryland  Holdings  Down  Slightly  from  Last  January  1 . 

Marketing  of  the  19^9  flue-cured  tobacco  crop  of  1,112  million  pounds  was 
completed  in  December,      Stocks  of  flue-cured  on  hand  as  of  January  1,    1950  totaled 
1*993  million  pounds,    which  was  30  million  less  than  the  figure  for  the  previous 
January  1.     Exports  of  flue— cured  leaf  during  the  last  half  of  19^9  exceeded 
shipments  abroad  during   the  last  half  of  the  preceding  year.      This  was  the  chief 
factor  in  reducing   stocks  this  January  1.     July-December  19^+9  exports  of 
flue-cured  were  about   303*  °  million  pounds   (farm-sales-weight),    compared  with 
255.0  during  the  corresponding  period  of  19^8. 

The  Burley  tobacco   auction  markets  opened  in  late  Nov  ember.     Prom  then  until 
January  1,    sales  totaled  around  305  million  pounds,    or  over  one-half  of  the 
estimated  19^+9  production,     Burley  leaf  stocks  as  of  January  1,    1950,  were  l,lHo 
million  pounds,    or  about  28  million  pounds  above  holdings  the  previous  year.. 

Stocks  of  Maryland  tobacco  reported  by  dealers  and  manufacturers  on  January  1  this 
year  were  U5.5  million  pounds  compared  with  U6.9  million  on  hand  January  1,    19^9« 
Marketing  of  the  19^9  crop,    estimated  at  Ul.O  million  pounds,  will  not  begin  until 
the   second  quarter. 

Stocks  of  foreign-grown  cigarette  and  smoking  tobacco   (Turkish  and  other), 

Type   90,    showed  an  increase  from  last  January  1  of  about  13  million  pounds.      Stocks 

on  January  1,   1950,    of  1^1.1  million  pounds  were  the  highest  on  record  for  this  date 

.DARK  TOBACCO   STOCKS 

Fire-cured  and  Dark  Air-cured  Stocks  Lower 

Fire-cured  tobacco    stocks  on  hand  January  1,   1950*    totaled  1^7»9  million  pounds, 
about   2.8  million  lower  than  the  15L7  million  pounds  reported  a  year  ago. 
January  1,    1950  stocks  of  Virginia  fire-cured  were  23.0  million  pounds;  Eastern 
District  Tennessee  and  Kentucky  fire-cured,   83.*+  million;   Western  District,    ^1,2 
million;   and  Henderson  Stemming,   0.3  million.     About  U.g  million  pounds  of  an 
estimated  production  of  11.9  million  in  Type  21  had  been  marketed  before  January  1. 
Additions  to   stocks  of  Type  2*+  were  negligible  and  marketing   seasons  for  types  22 
and  23  did  not  open  until  after  January  1. 

Dark  air-cured  stocks  totaled  7^«7  million  pounds,    compared  with  80. 3  million  on 
the   same  date  last  year.     Of  the  total  dark 'air-cured  on  January  1,   1950,   stocks  of 
One  Sucker  tobacco  were  37*8  million  pounds;  Green  River,    33»6  million;   and 
Virginia  Sun-cured,    3»3  million  pounds.     Lower  stocks  of  Type  35  account  for  most 
of  the  decrease  in  total  dark  air-cured  holdings.     About  11.1  million  pounds  of 
Dark  air-cured  leaf  were  added  to  stocks  through  auction  sales  beginning  in  late 
November.     Estimated  production  of  dark  air-cured  types  is  36,6  million  pounds. 
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CIGAR-LEAF  STOCKS 

Domestic  Cigar  Leaf  Stocks  Up   Slightly 
Holdings   of  Foreign-grown  Decrease 

Stocks  of  all   types  of  domestic   cigar-leaf  tobacco   including  Puerto  Rican  were 
315e7  million  pounds   ( farm- sal e s-w e ight ),    about   8,6  million  above   stocks  on 
January  1,    19^9.     Holdings  of  foreign-grown  cigar-leaf  on  January  1,    1950,   were 
19.2  million  pounds  (unstemmed  equivalent),   a  decrease  of  k.k  million  as   stocks 
of  Cuban  leaf  held  in  the  Continental  United  States  continue   to  drop. 

Cigar-filler  stocks  were  reported  as  166.9  million  pounds  on  January  1,    1950»    °^ 
which  99«5  million  pounds  were  Pennsylvania  Seedleaf ;    23.5  million,   Ohio  filler; 
and  ^3»9  million  Puerto  Rican  filler.     Of  the  Puerto  Rican  stocks,    l^J-.h  million 
pounds  were  in  Puerto  Rico,      Cigar  filler  stocks  were  about  U.6  million  pounds 
larger  than  on  the   same  date  last  year.      Increases  in  stocks  of  the  Pennsylvania 
and  Ohio  filler  types  more  than  balanced  a  rather  marked  drop  in  holdings  of 
Puerto  Rican  leaf,     Normally  Type  kl  does  not  move  off  the  farms  prior  to 
January  1,   but  stocks  on  hand  indicate  that  5  or  6  million  pounds  of  the  19^9  crop 
were  delivered  to  buyers  prior  to   this  date. 

Cigar-binder  stocks  were  reported  as  122.8  million  pounds  this  January  1,   compared 
with  121.3  million  a  year  earlier.     Of  the  total  reported,    26.6  million  pounds 
were  Connecticut  Valley  Broadleaf ;    2^.0  million,    Connecticut  Valley  Havana  Seed; 
1.5  million,    of  New  York  and  Pennsylvania  Havana  Seed;   3&t0  million,    Southern 
'•/isconsin;    jh.G  million,    Northern  Wisconsin;   and  0.2  million,    Georgia-Florida 
binder.     None  of  the  types  showed  very  large  changes  from  stocks  on  hand  a  year 
earlier.     Estimated  production  of  cigar  binder  types  for  19*+9  is  59»9  million 
pounds.     Except  for  Type  52,    it  appears  that  very  little  of  the  19*+9  crop  was  in 
stocks  prior  to   January  1, 

Shade-grown  tobacco  stocks  increased  to  the  record  high  level  of  26,0  million 
pounds.     This  represents  an  increase  of  2.5  million  pounds  for  the  wrapper  types 
compared  with  January  1  a  year  ago.      Stocks  of  Connecticut  Valley  Shade  were 
reported  as  17»8  million  pounds  and  Georgia-Florida  shade  as  8,2  million.      Stocks 
of  each  type  were  the  largest  on  record  as'  of  January  1.     All  of  the  19^9  crop, 
estimated  at  l6.^  million  pounds,   was  in  stocks. 

Stocks  of  Cuban  (Havana)   leaf  were  reduced  further  to   18.8  million  pounds,    compared 
with  22.9  million  on  January  1,   19^9«      Since  the  change  in  the  Trade  Agreement 
with  Cuba  about  2  years  ago,    Cuban  leaf  has  not  been  shipped  to    the  United  States 
until  nearer  the  time  of  usuage.      Consequently,    stocks  have  decreased  sharply. 
Stocks  of  Sumatra  and  Java  leaf  were  0,U  million  pounds  on  January  1,   1950» 
Philippine  Islands  (manila)   less   than  0,1  million,   and  Other  Foreign-grown 
Cigar— leaf  also  less  than  0.1  million  pounds.
